The rein- 
deer is much like a stag, only smaller; 
all the people, animals, and trees in 
Lapland are very diminutive, the men 
are mostly under five feet high, and the 
women under four feet nine inches, so 
great are the rigors of the climate in this 
as in all countries under the Arctic circle, 
and the cows, sheep and goats are all 
small in proportion. In summer the 
reindeer feed upon grass, and give ex- 
cellent milk; in winter they feed upon 
moss, which they scratch up under great 
+ nag of snow with marvelous instinct. 
When winter draws near, great numbers 
are killed, andthe flesh is dried and 
smoked to provide food when the 
round is covered with snow, and but 
ew birds, like, ptarmigan, partridges, 
and caper-cailzie, are met with. he 
flesh is very nutritious, and after a course 
of grass feeding it is surprising how 
soon the reindeer become fat and plump.

utensi's. ‘The utensils are not all of 
horn; the Lapps have always some 
kettle of copper and iron, and sometimes 
also bowls of wood and tin, or even of 
silver among the rich ones. 

The wandering Lapps usually live in 
rude huts, formed of trees or poles in the 
shape of a cone, with an opening in the 
centre to allow the smoke to escape, and 
a few mats are spread on the floor. Each 
side of the fire-place is divided into 
three chambers, separated by mats or 
skins, the innermost for husband and wife 
the next for the children, and the outer 
for servants, when they are too poor for 
servants, they often find room for some 
reindeer. The winter dwellings are 
much more substantial, and are roofed 
with beams, on which are hung the 


dried cakes and reindeer flesh, while out. | 


side, the huts are covered with bushes 
and earth; the door is very low and 
small, and can only be entered by creep- 
ing on the handsand knees. Sometunes 
these winter huts are made large enough 
to hold a dozen families, separated by 
curtains of skin. The windows are 
made from the intestines of seals, pre- 
pared and sewed together. The fur- 
niture is very primitive; suchasit is, it 
is made by the men, who also do the 
cooking and make the boats, sleighs, 
skiddor, or snow-shoes, and the bows 


and arrows. 


The Lapp as he appears in his own 
country is very different from many of 
the pictures so familiar to us. His usual 


dress consists of dirty old reindeer pelts” 


and a filthy peaked blue cap. In 
winter all the dress is made of reindeer 
skins, except the cap, which is made of 
blue cloth, and shaped like a sugar-loaf. 
The dress of men and women is similiar 
they wear their hair long and straight, 
falling down the sides of the head and 
the back, and as beards and whiskers 
are never seen, there is some difficulty in 
distinguishing the sexes; you can 
tell them by their boots; the 
men wear long, the women short ones. 
The costume is in the bloomer style, and 
consists of a short skin coat, with the 
hair outside, fastened round the waist 
with a belt and buckle, and a pair of 
tight-fitting breeches of tanved reindeer 
leather. The breeches are fastened round 
the ankle, and the boots are also of 
tanned reindeer leather, aked and 
turned up at the toes, and are drawn 
over the legs of the breeches and fastene1 
at the top by a long picce of list, which 
keeps out the snow and makes them 
nearly water-proof. 

Even in the depth of winter the cin 
have their necks always bare. ey 
wear no linen or stockings, and stuff the 
boots, which are very roomy, with soft 
hay made from cypress en Their 
gloves are like mittens, and often orna- 
mented with great taste. In summer the 
same leather breeches are worn, but the 
coat is made of coarse blue cloth. The 
women carry a tobacco pouch, pipe, 
scissors and a spoon to drink spirits 
from, hanging from the waist, which the 
richer Lapps decorate with silver braid. 

In winter the Lapps use snow-: hoes or 


length, mounted on an aspen shaft six 
feet long. Their equipment for the 
winter is completed with an old 
skin knapsack for provisions, a rough 
case-knife in the be!t, and a little iron 
pipe for their delectation in smoking, 
and sometimes a gun likea pea rifle. 
The sleighs are like small boats cut in 
half, and only hold one person, and are 
so cranky that the driver is obliged to 
use a short pole to keep the sleigh steady, 
so that between driving the reindeer 
which are fastened tothe sleigh, and 
keeping his balance with the short pole 


he has enough to do. If thesle 
over, which it does sometimes, the occu- 
pant can not fall out, as he is so tightly 
packed in with skins; but he has an 
awkward time of it, and gets sadly 
bumped in the snow if the reindeer dash 
off at full speed, as they have a habit of 
doing. 

_ The Lapps all live by fishing and hunt- 
ing. Their e is elk, b®ars, foxes and 
wolves, with ermines and squirrels 
The Russian Lapps are ehiefly fishers; 
they are quiet, hospitable, honest and in. 
offensive, and decidedly favorable speci- 
mens of a semi-civili race still retain- 
ing their patriarchal tra@itions. The 
father is supreme in the family, and ca 
apportion his property at Geath, and dis- 
inherit any of his children Should he see 
fit.

The Cultivation of Ramie. 


The cultivation of the ramie has been 
commenced in New Jersey, suys an ex- 
change. That weaving’ fiber plant, the 
ramie, like the great majority of culti- 
vated plants, has its home in the Orient, 
and appears destined to make a similar 
conquering march round the world as its 

redecessors, flax, hempand cutton, made 
in their time. The name’of this plant, 
which belong to the stinging urtica or 


nettle, is now well known to every in- 
| og person. It is indigenous to the 
far ast Indies, China, Japan, Bengal, 
Java, Sumatra, Borneo, Celebes, the 
Molucca Islands, and all other islands 
in the Indian Archipelago, and has grad 
ually found its way fo all parts of Europe, 
and now to America, too. 
_ Owing to the great progress made in 
chemistry and in valuable mechanical 
_inveations, it is pow possible to lay the 
glossy fine fibers of the ramie completely 
_bare and to prepare them for dyeing in 
'the most brilliant shades as for bleach- 
ing. There are at present German, Eng- 
lish and French ramie manufacturers, 
such as sliverand noils, natural, bleached 
and dyed yarns, cambrices, diapers, vel- 
vet, chenille, cords, curtains, single or 
double, with half silk or wool stuffs, 
fringes, etc., that are not only striking 
exidopce of the qualities of this fiber of 
thé future but also of the creative genius 
of man. 
It is announced that hundreds of acres 
are now devoted in France, Spain and 
Portugal to the cultivation of the ramie 
plant and serve as so many nursery gar- 
devs. A number of plantations have 
also been made within the last five or 
ten years in Egypt, Algiers, Spaz, 
France, Mexico and Ceylon, which cover 
_over some half million acres in all proba- 
bility, and of which every acre, accord- 
ing to received accounts, gives an aver- 
age clear profit of $100, 
It is not surprising that such a hardy 
and profitable plant should excite some 
enthusiasts so far them 
to recommend its cultivation to 
-regions further north than New Jer- 
'sey, while science and, experience alike 
| show that it cannot be grown profitably 
higher than forty-one degrees latitude. 
Still it may be possible in time to ac- 
climate it in more northern latitudes, but 
for the present the practical agriculturist 
is recommended to abstain from any 
such attempt on an extensive scale. In 
the suitable latitudes and soil the Urtica 
} and asclepias, with their $40 to $50 profit 
_per acre, can be all the more warmly 
recommended, as the flax grown in the 
east of the State does not return more 
than from $20 to $25 per acre. 
elix Fremersy, a German who has 
given long attention to ramie and its 
uses, now resides in Newark, N. J 
where itis said he is hard at work by 
word, pen, and, what is more, by action, 
to gain America for the ramie fiber, aud 
has made a beginning to that effect in 


the swamps of New Jersey, which are 
_ peculiarly adapted for this plant. 


Reading Backwards 


An interesting little volume entitled, 
‘Shall we Read Backwards?” has recently 
been published in London. The intro- 
duction by Mr. R. B. Carter gives much 
useful information on the subject of 


training the eyes from infancy in order 
to obtain the full benetit of perfectly-de- 


veloped sight. Thisis only possible by 
a judicious use of the eyes, whict., how- 
ever, does not consist in abstaining from 
work in which the eyes are used, ‘‘idle- 
ness of the eyes,” according to one of 
Mr. Carter’s former works, being ‘‘in 
every way hurtful to them.” It is, there- 
‘fore, necessary to develop the vision by 
that ‘‘proper and varied employment 
which js eminently conducive to their 
reservation in beauty and efficiency.” 
low, then, can we arrive at the highest 
ossible stage of development without 
injuring the eyes? Reading is undoubt- 
edly one of the commonest means, and 
‘‘the most ‘readable’ print is that by 
which we may obtain the maximum of 
reading with the minimum of injury to 
the s‘ght.” The experiments which 
have been tried by many eminent authori- 
ties to settle the question are very various. 
‘Light and color are, of course, two 
chief considerations, to which a good 
deal of attention is vaid in the little 
book; another is the way in which the 
type is set. European nations print, 
as a rule, from left to right, but 
whether this is the most readable style is 
by no meaus certain. In ancient writings 
there is much variety in the way of 
writing. Among these, the Mongolian

Cleveland disappoints us, it will 
be the first time in the history of 
the BxE to advocate a policy to 
the detriment of the colored peo- 
ple. If Mr. Cleveland carries out 
his recent declaration, relative to 
giving the negroes justice, myst 
we condemu him tor so doing? 
If Mr. Cleveland should select 
Senator Bruce as one of his advis- 
ors, must we condemn him? If 
Mr. Cleveland and his party ac- 
cord equal political rights to the 
negroes must we condemn him? 
Our*contemporaries must remem- 
ber that it is not the intention of 
the Bz to join the party that has 
been its enemy; itis not the in- 
tention of the Bre to disregard 
those who have been so faithful to 
an oppressed race. It must be re- 
membered that a northern Demo- 
crat does not refuse to ride in a 
railroad car witn the colored peo- 
ple, while the southern Democrats 
discriminate. We don’t believe 
that the Mr. Cleveland will allow 
his administration to be controlled 
by those who endeavored to de. 
stroy the Union. ‘The editor of 
the Leader must remember that 
he supported Gen. B, F. Butler 
for the Govenorship of Massachu- 
setts against the regular Republi- 
can nominee.

A few firemen poked around in the red- 

hot ruins, but they soon found ‘t impossible 

to doanything in that direction until daylight. 

The most delinite information attainable was 

that eleven children suffering from ophthal- 

mic inflammation, common in institutions of 

that kind, were confined in the isolated ward 

and had not been accounted fo But nobody 
oy knew fora certainty. No one had been al- 
lowed to go near them but the sister whose 
voice was stilled in death. 

As soon as daylight made an examination 

ible Foreman McGroarty, of Engine 
mpany No. 14, jumped into the steamin 
mass of ruins with a shovel and began to loo 
around. Eurly as it was people stood around 
ani watched him anxiously. Amid a mass 
of iron beams, bentand twisted by the heat, 
Fes he sawa child’s body, burned and charred 
| beyond all possibility of recognition—the 
limbs separat.d from the trunk and the 
skull nothing but a blackened bone. 
it was lying about where the staircase ended 
which ran from the engi-e room to tho 
attic. Evidently the little fellow had run 
down stairs and had been unable to find his 
way outof the pit of fire and smoke. The 
iron beams had fallen in such away as to pre- 
vent the roof from falling on him He 
doubtless been smothered to death. Calling 
afew men tohelp him. Mr. Mcrroarty began 
e to turn over the debris for bodies which be 
: felt only too sure of finding buried in it. 
— The firemen did not have to look long, or to 
go far beneath the surface. The remains 
of four more little ones were found in a 
heap close to the blackened wall, as though 
they had huddled together in a corner, 
and staid there until the floor gave way 
snd dropped them into the pit of fire 
beneath. In less than an hour the fragments 
of certainly nine bodies—eight children and 
one adult—had been picked out from the 
smoldering Leup. They were tied up in soaked 
blankets and carried into the sewing room, 
about the oniy room in the asylum fit for use. 
Soon after ¥ o'clock the firemen went home 
7 for needed rest,leaving three men to ‘‘drown” 
¥ the ruins and a squad of policemen to keep 
the crowd within reasonable bounds. 

During the early morning hours there were 
many affecting scenes in and about the Epis 
copal hospital, whence a large number of the 
children had been removed during the night. 
Mothers, tatlers and relatives of the little in- 
mates of the burned institution, who 
spent the whole of the night going from house 
to house in the tumediate vicinity 
of the burning building searching 
for their children, gave full expres- 
PS 4 sion to thir agony as they passed from place 
; to place wi hout finding ion These expres- 

- sions of grief, however, every now aud then 
gave place to shouts and tears of joy, as one 
after another the little ones were recoguized. 
Some of the incidents and expressions were 
touching im the extreme, as some of the poor 
women, who had well-ni:h succumbed to the 
mental strain and anguish attending their 
search, would ciasp their children to their 
breasis amid sobs and wild and endearing ex-
